Dear Spectator —Wo utriyed at this place, a tribu- 
tary of tho main Shutcas, or Fall nver, last evemng, 
after an afternoon dnve of twenty miles, Wo found 
Mem. Barlow, Foster and party, encamped on the 
neh prairie throogh wineh this little stream descends. 
"Tho road through the mountains, we are happy to say, 
28 much moproved, apd the coming iuiusigraton will, 
therefore, not experience ss much difficulty in cromng 
as that of last year, Wherever-there be grass, it 
good and plentiful 

This evening, about an hour before wo commenced 
wniling, Mr. Lewis Rogers, recently elected 2 member 
of the legislature for Yam Hill county, reached ouren- 
campment from the Dalles, whither he had been for 
his wagon which he had left ut that place fast year. 
From bun we obtain tho intelligence thet we hero- 
with transmit, and which we deem may not bo alto- 
gether wuinteresting to our readers. 

One wagon, tho head of the approaching /mmigra- 
tion, arHted at the Dalles on the 22d of August, being 
an improvement of fourteen days over the traveling 
time of lant year's immigration. Wo regret to state 
that the party who came through with thia wagon, 
ronslating of ten men, hud some roieundetetanding with 
the Dallo Indians, which resulted it bigodshed and 
death. In thlsfight between the Wascoparon andthe 
whites, young Mr. Bhepptnd, of St. Lows county, Mo, 
with whoeo fainily we are ecqaainted, was killed; a 
Mr, Parker, and another individual whoeo namo we 
have not been able to learn, were acriotely wounded. 
‘Tho principal chief of the Indians was killed, and sov- 
cral others were severely wounded.

Dear Sin—It would probably ba interest- 
ing to you to hnuw somo of the cccurzerees 
that past after I left you af Messrs. Foster 
& Barlow's camp on the east side of tha 
Cascade Mountains. On tho 28th ult., after 
Messrs. Foster, Barlow and myself had pro- 
ceeded to within twelye miles of the Dalles, 
we met the advance company of wagons, 
consisting of 16, under tho guidance of Capt. 
Nat. Bowman. 

We were informed that Mr. Waller had 

ursued the company some six or cight miles 
desiring assistance to roturn and protect hia 
family and Mr. Parker who was wounded in’ 
the allray that took place at the Dalles on 
Monday the 23d ult, 

We then halted for the night. Aftor the 
wagons had all formed in corre wo learned 
that Mr. Shively who bas been for some time 
in Washington City, was in company with a 
large quantity of papers and letters for the 
scttlersin Oregon. Wo learned from Wr 
Shively that nothing further waa done for 
Oregon than the catablishment of two Post 
Offices, one ut Oregon City, the other at As 
toria, and the appropriation for tho transpor- 
tation of the Mail via. the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma. :

my procecdizigs in relation to the revenue of 
Clackamas County, lor the year 1846, at the 

uest of the County Court of said County, 
“tt is hardly necessary forme to call the at- 
tention of the public at this time to the pecu- 
liar location of Clackamas County, as it is 
well known that in and about Oregon City 
changes of location more often occur than iu 
any other portion of the Territory, therefore 
more delinquencics must necessarily happen. 

The Tax books for Clackamas County 
were delivered tome in the month of Sep- 
tember last, and according to the Jans now 
int farce, it becomes the duty of the Collector 
to settle with the Treasurer in the month of 
October, permitting barely one month to col- 
leet and pay the taxes duc from Clackamas 
County for 1646. 

‘Tho amount of Territorial tax due from 
Clackamas County for tho year 1846 was 
‘9567 TRX, Amount of County tax for the 
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. Raine yerr wag $192 704, making the Ter. 
ritorial tax exceed the County $84, occasion. 
ed by the polltax, The aggregate sum of 
taxes duo from Clackamas County for the 
year 1846, is one thousand and fifly dollars 
and fifty three conts, of which amount I have 
collected and paid into the Torritorial Treas. 
ury the sum of $166 00, as per Troasurer’s 
receipt, J have collected $25 ‘Territorial 
tax, that I have now on hand not paid into the 
Treasury. For collecting, fam entitled to 
my por centum, which after deducting the 
amount of my receipts, cash onjhand and-the 
per centage, leaves a balance of $16 G1 un. 
paid. The amount of County Taxes for the 
year 1616, as bofore stated was $482 761, 
of which I have collected and paid into the 
county Treasury ag per Treasurer's Reccipt 
the sum of 8106 G1. J have now on hand 
(County taxes) tlie sum of $109 18, making 
the sum collected $214 79. My per cont- 
age on that amount ig $21 17, leaving a bal. 
ance of County tax not, yet collected of 
$246 50.

u HEADQUARTERS ARMY or Ocorpatioy, 
Ciamp on the field of battle, Buena Vista, ? 
Meuco, February 24, °47. 

Sir—TI have the honor to report that, hav. 
ing become assured on tho 20th inst. that the 
cnemy had assembled in very heavy force at 
Encarnacion, thirty*miles in front of Agua 
Nueva, with tho evident design of attacking 


my position, I broke up my camp at tho latter 
place on the 21st, and took up a strong line 


Saltillo. A cavalry forge left at Agua Nueva 
for the purpose of coverin 
supplies, was driven in during tho night, and 
on the morning of the 22d, the Mexican army 
appeared immediately in front of otir posi- 
tion. At eleven o'clock, Ac Ms, a flag was 
sent, bearing from Gen. Santa Anna a sum- 
mons of unconditional surrender, To which 
L immediately returned a negative reply. 
Tho summons and my reply aro herewith en- 
closed. ‘Tho action was commenced late in 
the afternoon, between the light troops on the 
left flank, but was not seriously engaged un- 
til the morning of the 23d, when the enemy 
made an effort to force the leh flank of cur 
position.

From the statements of Mexican officers, 
particularly of the medical staff left to sue. 
cor the wounded, there seems no doubt that 
their loss in the recent action is moderately 
estimated at 1,500, and may reach 2,000 men, 
killed and wounded, besides 2,000 or 3,000 
deserters. Many officers of rank were lost. 
I enclose a list of the names of our own kill. 
ed and wounded, made as complete as prac- 
ticable at this place. One regiment (Ken- 
tuchy) cavalry is not included, its return not 
being rendered.
